A  mass  planting  forms  one  of  the  most  sumptuous  displays 
of  floral  beauty,  a  mass  of  blue  and  white,  intense  and  bril¬ 
liant.  They  bloom  at  the  time  of  the  Crocuses,  producing  dwarf 
flower  spikes,  bearing  from  1  2  to  15  flowers  of  a  sky-blue  with 
a  pure  white  heart,  creating  a  lovely  effect.  They  should  be 
planted  in  the  fall,  3  inches  deep,  about  18  bulbs  to  a  square 
foot,  in  a  sunny  location  or  in  half  shade  and  in  places  where 
they  can  remain  undisturbed  for  a  number  of  years.  The  flow¬ 
ers  will  cross  with  one  another  and  will  seed  themselves,  form¬ 
ing  natural  colonies.  All  are  6  to  7  inches  high,  therefore 
excellent  in  the  rockery  as  well.

Muscari  are  charming  spring-flowering  subjects.  They  can 
grow  under  trees  and  shrubs,  and  also  do  well  in  full  sun  in 
the  border  or  at  a  sunny  spot  of  the  rockery,  without  any 
special  attention.  They  are  best  planted  immediately  on  re¬ 
ceipt  and  can  remain  undisturbed  for  years.  They  are  abso¬ 
lutely  hardy  and  some  varieties  are  delicately  fragrant.
